, He explained that the poor de- 
partment, in addition to the aid fur- 
nished the poor by the Home Aid so- 
ciety, has spent ?1S,000 since the 
beginning1 of 1931, more than is 
usually spent in an entire year. At 
one time last -winter, he said, the 
rent roll in the poor department was 
$1,800 in two weeks. 


Saying that many persons had had 


money enough to tide them over the 
past winter, but have no means of 
providing for the, coming winter, he 
predicted that unless conditions im- 
prove the poor department will have 
the most serious problem of its his- 
tory during the coming winter.

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CHAIN STORE DECISION 


The decision of the United States 


supreme court in the Indiana case in- 
volving' the right to isolate chain stoYes 
for separate tax or other burdens, of 
course not by name, but by the number 
of different establishments owned or 
operated or the amount of business 
transacted, is singular as a contribu- 
tion to our jurisprudence only because 
it is a decision affecting a. new situa- 
tion and not in the creation of any nov- 
el legal principles or doctrines. 


While all persons, corporations in- 


cluded, are entitled to equal rights and 
treatment before the law, courts have 
long and consistently held that where 
actual differences or distinctions ex- 
isted in fact, legislatures are authorized 
to create classes for special privileges 
or burdens, only being required to 
treat all in each class upon the hame 
basis of equality. 


Examples are not difficult to find. In 


the privileged class are railroad em- 
ployes who have for years been classi- 
fied separately from others because of 
the extra hazard involved in their em- 
ployment. In the burden class are mil- 
lionaires- who have for long paid much 
higher rates upon their incomes than 
those with less. 


The decision in the chain store case 


depended upon whether any reason 
could be pointed out for the infliction 
of a higher tax burden on a company 
owning 25 stores than 1, or 
whose 


gross receipts came to $1,000,000 a 
year instead of $100,000. 


The court said: "Such differences 


need not be great." 


The decision was as close as it could 


be, five to four, but for that matter, 
having been made, stands as authori- 
tatively as though it had been unani- 
mous. 


The chains made a close race and 


missed winning by a hair's breadth. 
But a loss is a loss whether by that dis- 
tance or the width of the continent. 


The attitude of the highest court 


toward all legislative enactments is de- 
scribed as neither concerned nor in- 
fluenced by "the propriety or justice" 
of a law nor may it "seek for the mo- 
tives or criticize the public policy 
which prompted the adoption of the 
legislation," but having determined 
that a law-making body has not vio- 
lated some constitutional restriction, 
or in other words is acting within its 
own field, then the wisdom of the en- 
actment was for it and not the courts 
to determine. 


The decision of course will be re- 


garded as a liberal victory. The thiee 
well known liberals, Justice Holmes, 
Brandeis and Stone voted foi it as did 
the new membeis of the court, Justice 
Roberts and Chief Justice Hughes. 


Those who have looked upon the 


spread of chains as a menace will be 
reassuied in the knowledge that state 
legislatures are endowed, not with au- 
thority to wipe them out. hut to enact 
laws tending to equalize the struggle 
between them and independent con- 
cerns for business. In the South, wheie 
partisanship runs high and attacks up- 
on the chains have been most Intense, 
it is expected that the lawmakers will 
do their worst. 


The decision comes opportunely for 


the legislature of Wisconsin which has 
been wondering what authority it pos- 
sessed concerning the subject. 


there is one great vice in government 
ownership. 


As Mr. Tilton, the assistant post- 


master-general, pointed out, there are 
many ways in which this deficit might 
be removed. But when you move in 
any direction meant to increase funds, 
however small the amount may be to 
each individual, you cannot help but 
step on some- toes. 
When toes are 


stepped upon voices call 
out. And 


\vhen voices call out congressmen be- 
come fearful of reelection. 


Mr. Tilton also indicated that a sub- 


stantial part of this deficit was due to 
the franking system which has been so 
greatly abused by members of con- 
gress. And yet congressmen will not 
vote any measure designed to curtail 
it to its reasonable and proper limits. 


The 
easiest thing 
for 
congress 


to do about the 
deficit is vote 


to pay it out of general 
funds, 


and although 
the c o u n t r y can 


stand such a loss, even as it will 
be able to stand the losses from the 
farm board operations, and other vio- 
lations of sound and proven principles 
in government, the idea followed to its 
natural conclusion must mean grief be- 
cause it is'so clearly wrong. 


A service to the people, such as that 


of the postoffice, should always be 
made entirely self-supporting. 


THE POSTOFFICE DEFICIT 
The assistant postmaster-general has 


estimated that the postoffice deficit 
for the fiscal year closing June 30th, 
will be about $140,000,000, an incicasc 
of about $40,000,000 over last year. 


The postoffice department is a good 


example of both the vices and virtues 
of government ownership. 


Few institutions in the country ap- 


pear to be run better or more efficient- 
ly. Certainly tlie grade of service the 


- people get in the difficult and detailed 


task of handling tens of millions of 
pieces of mail, is extraordinarily high. 


But the postoffice is run at a loss. 


And the loss is increasing. 


What does the government do about 


it? Nothing. 


Why does it do nothing? Because of

This is 
the direct result of the failure of the 
present administration to exercise the 
protective powers provided by laAV." 


So we had a direct charge that Mr. 


Kohler was responsible for the chains 
that came into the state and because 
he 
did not exercise "the protective 


powers provided by law." 


Note the expression, "provided by 


law." No need even to enact further 
laws, merely enforce existing ones. All 
Mr. Kohler needed to do was press the 
button and start the legal machinery. 


But that is not all. 


• Senator LaFolette moie than once 
asserted from the platform, as if in 
concert with his brother, that chain 
banking needed no new law but that 
all that was necessary was a deter- 
mined executive who would take steps 
"to dissolve the holding corporation." 
Well, of couise, "the determined ex- 
ecutive" was elected. 


But we have had no dissolution ac- 


tion. We now have, instead, the an- 
nouncement that the matter is intri- 
cate, delicate and needs time and study. 
No one familiar with the facts can dis- 
pute the tuith or good faith in the 
present attitude.

"piotective powers provided by law" 
that could have prevented the chains.

It seems scaiccly reasonable. ITo had mciely to 
a-»k tile opinion of his Secietaiy of Labor, who 
has the interests of the woikingman at hcait; 
and Seeretaiy Doak furnished him with not one 
leason only for vetoing tho bill, but many. For 
the measure was certainly full of faults. First it 
abolished the employment service of the Depart- 
ment of Labor. Piesldent Hoover merely had to 
sign the bill to accomplish that act. Then it prp- 
vlded for negotiations with the 48 states to set 
up machinery replacing that which was abolish- 
ed, under a plan which might bo accepted or 
rejected. By some mysterious means the Gov- 
ernment was to provldo 50 per cent of the cost 
6f the state agencies, but the money was to "be 
divided according to population—a contradiction 
in terms, since the cost of Arizona might be sa 
much as tho cost to Kansas, but Kansas could 
collect $4.50 to Arizona's $1 in government aid. 


The bill seems to have been designed for pres- 


idential veto; but why> Ccitamly the veto can 
not harm the President; it is backed by too 
much logic. If Congress was, playing politics, i 
was doing so cuclessly and without foresight.- 
The Detroit News.

The casual 
obseicer is prone to assume that one 
with the Parkinsonian syndrome is 
perhaps a bit frail aloft, but this is 
not true; the keenness of mind of 
such sutferers makes their physical 
disabilities all the more painful to 
them. Well, here's stramonium—let 
'cm cheer up and talk it over with 
&omo good doctor. I wain everybody 
light now that amateurish monkey- 
ing with btiamonium is a dangerous 
thing. Only jour attending physician 
can instruct j ou how to use such 
medicine safely.

Answer.—The warm milk is harm- 


less and may help undernourished 
persons to sleep better. The nostrum 
you put in it Is worthless, in my 
judgment.

against diphtheria. All M. D.s I have 
heard quoted 
claim 
immunization 


from the three doses of T. A. T. lasts 
only three yeais . . . (A. P.) 


Answer.—How long the immunity 


conferred by an attack of diphtheria 
lasts I do not know. The immunity 
conferred by a dose of antitoxin 
probably lasts but a few daj s or 
may be only a few houis. If it were 
my child'I'd want the Schick test 
made, and be guided by that in le- 
gard to 
tojcln-antitoxm immuniza- 


tion. It is silly for any physician to 
set a definite duration for the pro- 
tective immunity from toxin antitox- 
in treatment or for the immunity 
from - accmation against smallpox 
or for the immunity against typhoid 
from the injections of typho-baeter- 
in. Ordinarily one such immuniza- 
tion may be depended on to suffice 
for a "—ft time, tho occasionally the 
immunity seems to wear out after 
many yeais.

"The most popular subject of the 


day," the speaker said, "seems to be 
tho cause of present business condi- 
tions, so I have chosen to speak rn 
that subject. 
"Many reasons have been given, 


but I believe the whole trouble can 
be summed up in 
the one 
word 
sreed. Take the agricultural situa- 
tion, for example. It is easy for us to 
tell the farmer to cooperate, as we 
know it is the right principle. We 
say the farmers should set their own 
•prices and stand by their, agreement 
* to cooperate. But what are they go- 


ing to do when their rent or taxes 
are due and their interest 
must be 


paid? They take their farm produce 
to market and are offered less than 
the cost of production. They are not 
in a position to stand out on 
the 


price, so they take what they can 
get rattier than lose their farms. 


"The real meaning of good sports- 


manship seems to be overlooked in 
some parts "of the business 
world. 


The average man wants to see jus- 
tice administered''and 
he will not 


stand by and watch a bully squeeze 
the life out of a sick man who can- 
not defend himself. He will do what 
he-can to stop such unfair dealing. 


Scores Unfair Dealing 


"But unfair dealing 
is going on 


daily in business practice, 
and no 


one lifts a. fingar to stop it. 
The 


farming industry is the sick man, 
and those who make the price on 
farm products are squeezing the Hie 
out of_ him. There are only 
a few 


who set the price, 
compared with 


the. number of farmers and it would 
be an easy matter for the New York 
stock exchange and others who gov- 
ern prices to agree not to let prices 
on, farm, products fall below a certain 
level. Moreover, they could not pro- 
tect our farmers from competition 
with Australia, New Zealand, South 
America and with Russia, if they 
•wanted to. 


"The meat packers know 
when 


- our farmers have to sell their stock 
to pay taxes or rent, and prices drop 
way down right away. The packers 
put the meat in cold storage for a 
while, and a little later sell it at a 
big profit. For the prices paid by the 


., consumers iri the big cities have not 


dropped In proportion to the drop in 


•:'prices paid the farmers. 


"Our 
economic depression is due

This would seem to be in 
line with our modern policy oC mak- 
ing education as painless as possible, 
oC presenting to the students sugar- 
coated knowledge. 


"If athletics were to be regarded 


solely as play, ov iC they were to be 
considered as a thing not to be ori- 
ented with the academy 
curricula, 


we would accept this objection with- 
out dissent. But the very use oC the 
term, education, itself, in regard to 
precludes the idea .that it should be 
all play; for mental and physical dis- 
cipline must bo stressed and there 
must be established the relation be- 
tween athletics and life itself. Ath- 
letics should be 
considered 
as a 


training for life. T.jfe is not all play 
and in the preparation for it work 
may not be eliminated." 


,Tt has not yet been determined 


just .how vital a 
part competitive 


athletics play as'an adjunct to what 
has always been known as the essen- 
tial work of an educational institu- 
tion. Some educators feel that com- 
petitive play should bo regarded as a 
mere diversion for the students and 
hence to be tolerated as such.

Appletonian Harry BCoudini, have 
never been able to send back from 
the other side of the pearly gates 
a.ny denial of earthly allegations.

munity. As a slight change from 
ihe usual order, it may be permittee 
me- this time to speak about some 
events in Appleton stamped indelibly 
upon my memory, rather than about 
"Appletonians" particularly, reserv- 
ing until another lime, not faraway 
some stories about the latter that 
have heretofore escaped my vera 
eious record. 


Early Fire Fighting 


My first recollection is that of 


standing on the southeast corner ot 
College Avenue and Morrison street 
ind weeping bitterly, as I watched 
a. fire consume my parents' home 
aver Dai-ling's Grocery store, close 
.o the old Levake House, which was 
ilso going up in smoke. This fire 
Jestroyed halt a block of buildings 
jn the north side of College Avenue, 
westerly from the Morrison street 
corner. It must have been in 1872, 
is it was a year after the Chicago 
."ire. One of the "reservoirs" used as 
i water supply for extinguishing 
Cir.es before 
Appleton had "water 


ivorks," was located on the southwest 
:oiiiee"of College Avenue-and JVlor- 
-ison street and there the old "hand 
sngme" was being operated madly 
igainst the demon threatening 
to 


Jestroy the town, a line of men on 
•ach- side jumping up rhythmically 
ind bringing down their entire weight 
jpon tho brakes that operated the 
jumps. The fire reservoirs 
were 


•eally nothing but 
great 
square 


velle, boarded on the sides and over 
he top to keep the earth from cav- 
ng in. and natural drainage was re- 
ied xipon mostly for keeping water 
n them. However, after the city 
mpplied itself with a steam fire en- 
gine, during dry seasons the engine 
va.3 taken to the river and a long 
Ine of hose laid up to certain more 
mportant 
reservoirs, 
and water 


>umped into them. These reservoirs 
vere located at various points in 
he business and residence districts, 
.nd during a bad fire when the wa- 
er in one was exhausted, the fire 
pparatus moved to the next near- 
st and so on. "When the city final- 
y supplied itself with two steam fire 
ngines, this shifting was sometimes 
-voided by stationing one engine at 
he river to pump- water into a re- 
ervoir from which the other engine 
vas drawing its supply to fight a 
ire. 


A Lantern To Blame Again 


At the time I am speaking of Dr. 


itansbury had his office in a rear 
oom over Darling's Grocery, locat- 
d a few doors from the corner, and 
ie, my mother and I lived in a 
ouple of front rooms, 
separated 


rom -the office by a narrow hall, 
:ading from tho stairway between 


this and the adjoining building. Thi 
and neighboring buildings were o 
wood. The fire originated in a lean, 
to at the rear of the grocery, wher 
kerosene among other things was 
stored and it was said that a clerk 
in the grocery had violated the rul 
not .to draw kerosene by lamplight 
the fluid having in some way 'been 
ignited from his lantern. In 
his 


panic the clerk rushed out leaving 
the faucet open and naturally it was 
but a minute or'two before the whol 
place was a seething furnace. 
Dr 


Stansbury was making a professiona 
call in the country, and my mothe 
was washing "my face and hand; 
preparatory 
to our going to 
th> 


Ijevake House 'for 
supper, 
whei 


glancing across the hall and thru 
the office window, she saw the flame 
leaping up at the rear, of the store 
Her first consideration was to ge 
me safely to the street, where I 
took up my station on the corne 
and relieved my overwrought feel 
ings as aforesaid. She then return 
ed to the burning building hoping t< 
salvage something from our home 
but in these few moments the fire 
had made it impossible to mount th 
stairway, and her diamond engage 
ment ring.which she had laid on the 
washstand before attending to rnj 
ablutions, together with every othe 
personal possession of the family ex 
cept the contents of one partly-filled 
trunk, went to feed the voracious 
fire fiend. The rescue of the trunk 
was due to the efforts of Dr. J. T 
Reeve, who happened to be nea 
when the fire started and dashed up 
the stairs and heaved the trunk ou 
of the window. 
When Dr. Reeve 


attempted to descend however th 
stairs were impassable, and he was 
forced to follow the trunk out of th 
window and down over the awning 
In front of the grocery. Dr. Stans 
bury had no insurance, and I re 
member my grandfather saying tha 
the reason why fires that 
year 


which on account of 
the 
terrible 


drought were very numerous, were 
financially 
more 
disastrous 
than 


usual, was because all the insurance 
companies had been bankrupted by 
the Chicago conflagration. 


The Peshtigo Disaster 


It was at just about this time that 


the "Peshtigo fire" occurred in which 
so many people met a horrible death 
A relief corps of doctors from Ap> 
pleton and other nearby towns wem 
to Peshtigo as soon as it was pos 
sible to get "there, among whom Dr 
Stansbury was 
one. 
"When" Dr 


Stansbury returned he had almost 
nothing to say about his experiences 
there, the sights he saw being so 
harrowing that .he could not bring 
himself to speak of them. However 
he did describe some of the strange 
inexplicable freaks of the fire, 
as 


occasionally noted similarly, such as 
the fire's utterly destroying half a 
wagon standing in a yard, and leav 
ing the paint on the other half un 
blistered. In such respects and also 
in the long jumps made by the fire 
from one place to another, it looked 
said Dr. Stansbury, as tho the fire 
were propagated by an inflammable 
gas borne on the wings of the gale 
In no other way could its idiosyn< 
crasies" be accounted for. 


A Tall Story, But True 


The hottest lire I ever had any ex- 


perience with, either in Appleton 01 
elsewhere, was tho one- that des 
troyed the original Applelon Woolen 
Mill, located approximately on 
the 


same site as the company's present 
mill. The building was of wood. I 
cannot recall exactly when the fire 
occurred but it was when I was 'a 
Ooy. I watched the fire from a sta- 
tion on the bluff at the end of Mor- 
rison street, near Kimball, and the 
radiation from the fire on the other 
side of the river, was so intense that 
it was painful to face in that direc- 
tion. I should not blame any read- 
er of this for believing me to be 
drawing a long bow in making this 
statement. 
But it is absolutely 


true. I recall it most distinctly. On 
account of the extraordinary heat 
the firemen were greatly handicap- 
ped in fighting the fire, being forced 
:o set up barricades from whose pro- 
tection they directed their streams 
of water as best they might. There 
was no hope of saving the woolen 
mill, efforts being directed towards 
seeping the firo from the machine 
shop of Ketchum & Morgan adjoin- 
ng on the west, and the Atkinson 
chair factory adjoining on the east. 
In the case of the chair 
factory

moment to us watchers across the

No historical account of Appleton 


disasters would be complete without 
mention of the boiler explosions at 
the ~\VilIy flour mill and the explos- 
ion and fire that destroyed 
the 


"Wieckert woodworking factory. No 
one knew why the Willy mill's boil- 
ers should explode twice in 
such 


swift succession, tho in the absence 
o£ other 
explanation there 
was 


some talk of "boiler scale,"— what- 
ever that might mean. "When the 
reverberation of tho second explos- 
ion came, I jumped to the window 
of the office, then located on Col- 
lege Avenue over Bissing's store 
looked up the street, saw the cloud 
of dust and smoke and exclaimed ex- 
citedly to Tom Reid: "It's "Willy's 
mill again!" Shortly afterward Alex. 
Reid arrived, and it developed that 
he had been driving down to 
the 


office in his buggy and was only a 
block from the mill when the boiler 
let go, a lurcp of bricks dropping in 
the road but a few feet from 
his 


conveyance. As I recall it, at the 
"Willy explosions the fireman in each 
case was th© only human sacrifice. 
But at the AVieckert disaster many 
employes met a horrible 
death. 


"When the fire alarm sounded, in 
my capacity 
as newsgatherer, 
I 


jumped on my bicycle and got out 
to the "Wieckert establishment almost 
as soon as the fire department. The 
exploding boiler had blown out the 
sides of the building and let the roof 
down upon the wreckage, the whole 
tiling being a jumbled mass of joists 
and siding. 
From the interior of 


this inextricable confusion of mater- 
ial came cries of pain and cries for 
help, some loud and others' faint. 
Shortly wisps of smoke began to 
arise from the region where 
the 


boiler had been located, presaging 
the holocaust about to follow. 
It 


was the most terrible thing I ever 
saw. 
Absolutely not a thing could 


be done. 
The wreckage was 
im- 


penetrable. Some spectators, led by 
"Al" "Wieckert 
and City Marshal 


Jim Golden, with faces pale 
as 


death, pulled desperately at pieces 
of wood protruding from the pile.
